Rightists, monarchists and conservatives 


have fomented a rebellion against the Popu­ 


lar Front which, even as depicted in gov­ 


ernment censored dispatches, appears to be 


making great headway, .Morocco troops, It 
is reported, already bavo crossed the Medi­ 
terranean 
and 
swept 
triumphantly 
and 
bloodily through 
southern 
paris of 
the 
country. 
Contrary to moat revolutions, this upris­ 
ing Is 
Inspired 
by conservative 
groups 
against a radical government. The Popu­ 
lar Front, coalition of radical elements, 
took the reins of power last February In a 
wave of violence that almost demoralised 
the country. Since then the leftiata, like so 
many similar coalitions in other countries, 
have bickered among themselves and been 
unable to achieve any unity of action. The 
iron club with which they mowed down op­ 
position before the election continually was 
used after February in acts of vengeance. 
The opposition, strong armed at every turn, 
inevitably baa 
provided 
serious disorder. 
Inability of the Popular Front to maintain 
order has greatly injured its prestige. 


Nor can it be doubted that the rebels 
largely are inspired by the desire to re­ 
gain their economic holdings confiscated 
by the radicals. Not without a fight, for in­ 
stance, are they gong to allow tho land 
they have held for cen ta res to be taken 
from them. Their political power, in an al­ 
most feudalistic country, hun laiu in their 
land holdings, and they are not prepared 
to surrender that power.

WITH TEACHINGS OF POPE 


Encyclical Broad Enough to Encom­ 


pass Priest's National Union

Bishop (iallagher. to be sure, did not con­ 
done Father Coughlin's Intemperate Ian- 
guage in reference to President Roosevelt, 
but lh- bishop made it clear that, so far ss 
he could see, the general speeches of Father 
Coughlin w e r e Iii line with the teachings of 
Pope Pins XI and Pope Leo XIII 
Thl* word, given to the reporters an Bis- 
hop Gallagher left for Rome over the week- 
end. "ill 
revive Interest tn the famous 
encyclical letter of Pope Plus XI in which 
he brought up to date in 1935 the teachings 
of his predecessor. Pope Leo XIII, first 
issued in 1891. 
Documtnt Far From Conservative 
That document is far from conservative 
in its tone and far from a commitment for 
an\ parti* ular form of economic society. It 
expresses a good deal of sympathy with the 
efforts to attain social justice and examines 
various plans with a critienl eye. Thus, ruth- 
less competition. or the law of the survival 
of the fittest, Is condemned because It too 
often is carried on without dictate of con- 
science 
by 
the 
so-called 
individualistic 
school. 
The declaration, however, shows the fal­ 
lacies of both communism and socialism aud 
endeavors to show how they are both anta­ 
gonistic lo trite Christianity. M*»st interest­ 
ing is iii* denunciation of class warfare, as 
In th*- following passage: 
‘‘Now- this is the primary duty of the 
state Htid of all good citizens, to abolish con­ 
flict between classes with divergent inter­ 
ests and tiiijH foster and promote harmony 
between th** various ranks of society.” 
The encyclic*! letter gives due recognition 
to the aspirations of labor and the right to 
form associations or “vocational groups’* as 
a ‘‘natural arid spontaneous development.” 
While the sentiment against ruthless com 
petition or, to use a phrase embodied in 
American law for many years 
unfair coin 
petition 
is recognized, the cure la not to be 
found, according to the papal pronounce­ 
ment, in any form of alate monopoly, pres 
entdsv Fascism, for Instance, Is viewed 
with considerable doubt in this comment: 
Pays Respects To Socialism 
“We feel hound to add that, to our knowl- 
edge, there arc sonic who fear that the state 
is substituting itself in the place of private 
Initiative, 
instead 
of 
limiting 
Itself 
to 
necessity aud sufficient help and assistance. 
It is feared that the new syndical and cor­ 
porative Institution possesses an excessively 
bureaucratic and political character, and 
that, not withstanding the general advau. 
tages. It risks serving particular political 
aims rallier than contributing to the Initia­ 
tion of a better social order.” 
In paying its respects to Socialism, the 
famous encyclical letter says. 
“lf. like all errors. Socialism contains a 
certain elements of truth 
(and 
this 
the 
sovereign pontiffs have never denied) it ii 
nevertheless founded upon a doctrine 
of 
human sno oty 'peculiarly its own which Is 
opposed 
to 
true 
Christianity. 
'Religious 
Socialism’ and 'Christian Socialism’ are ex­ 
pressions Implying a contradiction in terms, 
No one can be at the same time a sincere 
Catholic and a true Socialist.” 
The question then arises to what extent 
the new deal is a truly Socialistic experi­ 
ment. In sum* parts of the same encyclical 
letter will be found a statement to the effect 
that “certain forms of property must he 
reserved for the state, ainee they carry with 
them an opportunity for domination too 
great to he left to private individuals with- 
out injury lo I ti** community at large.” Hut 
further exploration of the same document 
will find that class wgrfare. which is so 
fundamental 
in new deal 
philosophy to­ 
gether with its emphasis of political bureau 
*ra*y, is looked upon as fundamentally 
wrong. 
The ess- nee of the papal declaration is 
that aecial justice and social charity com*- 
from enlightened administration and nobi|. 
ity of Individual purpose. 
No Censure Indicated 
It would appear that Bishop Gallaghers 
statement that a Catholic priest ha* a duty 
as a citizen to expound his views on current 
problems is the answer that is given to 
those who object to the prominent part iii 
present day affairs taken by Father Cough­ 
lin. Inasmuch as I he radio priest is directly 
resimtisible to Bishop Gallagher in the De 
trolt diocteo, the comment by the bishop 
may be said to dispose of the matter of 
Father Coughlin's proper relationship to his 
church superiors. 
Now it happen*, of couth*, that many 
members of the Catholic clergy are emph&ti. 
cully in disagreement with Father Coughlin 
and wish he were not making himself *n 
conspicuous In the political arena, but the 
clerical diatom is that, as long as the bishop 
of the local diocese approves, there can be 
no censure. 
It goes without saying that Father Cough 
Im s speeches will undergo severe scrutiny 
during the campaign, but it also may be re 
marked that a careful reading of the en­ 
cyclical loller will disclose that the docu­ 
ment Is broad enough to encompass the 
National Union for Social Justice. The prob. 
lem of whether it is wise to Introduce in 
American politics an issue involving the 
clergy is entirely, of course, one of opinion 
wholly disconnected from the merits of 
Father Coughlin's preachings. 
Inasmuch as Father Coughlin has com* 
out against the 
reelection of 
President 
Roosevelt, it is probable that, during th* 
campaign, he will unfold b's argument for 
believing that the new 
deal. in various 
pieces of legislation and ads. has violated 
some of the basic 
principles of social 
justice.

Here, in a hard fought battle, he 
broke the power of the Shawnee na­ 
tion for many year*, until Tecum­ 
s e h , a native of Piqua and a boy al 
the time of the battle, revived it 
fen a time. 
The Battle of Piqua Is 
considered the only real battle of 
th* Revolutionary war
